Governor 

April 2006 Report 

I would like to begin this report 
and informing you on the progress 
of the Health Program. As some of 
you are aware and for those that do 
not know, the new Clinic in Shaw- 
nee began seeing patients on March 
20th and more and more members 
are coming to this Clinic. Our Doc- 
tor’s name is Dr. Kent Smalley and 
he is family medicine and negotiate. 

The new Clinic is for enrolled tribal 
members only. The Little Axe Clinic 
continues to see our members and 
members from other tribes. The 
waiting time and appointment for the 
Shawnee Clinic is no where the length 
as the clinic in Little Axe. I would en- 
courage the members in the Shawnee 
area to come to the Shawnee Clinic 
rather that make the trip to Little Axe. 
The Shawnee Clinic is also for all en- 
rolled members not just the ones in 
Shawnee. Any members out of the 
area that need to see our Doctors and 
have a long waiting time might want to 
go to the Shawnee Clinic. As I stated, 
the time to get into the Doctor is very 
short and we look forward to seeing 
all our members at the new Clinic. 

Upon and even before seeking and 
taking office as the Governor of our 


Tribe, I stated we needed to review 
our Health Programs and develop and 
improve the current programs. This 
is just the start and we will continue 
to move in these directions. One of 
the things that I saw when taking of- 
fice was the long waits at the Little 
Axe Clinic for our enrolled mem- 
bers. The Clinic in Little Axe was 
something that I put in place in the 
mid 1990’s. It was to benefit our en- 
rolled members and it appeared that 
the past several years we got farther 
and father away from this. The Little 
Axe Clinic was built for our members 
and fewer and fewer were seen there. 
This is why the Shawnee Clinic is 
open for only enrolled members and 
we can see them must faster at this 
time as the demand and patient load 
is just growing. 

We will be offering x-ray, ultra sound, 
lab and behavioral health at this loca- 
tion, including primary care. There 
are several times that we must refer a 
member to Oklahoma City for a heart 
ultra sound, because the patient has 
problem with the circulation of their 
blood. With the ultra sound system 
we are buying, the members will no 
longer have to go to Oklahoma City 
for this procedure. 

These are just a few of the improve- 
ments to our health care programs 
that we will be doing for the rest of 
the year and it is my hope that we will 
continue with plans for 2007. 

In closing, the Executive Committee 
has approved the elderly payment for 
the first quarter and the 60 and above 
will or should be receiving their pay- 
ments in early April. ■ 


cont. from page 1 (Check) 
to the tribe from the Casino at one 
time. Nuckolls went on to say that 
for the last seven months that he has 
had direct oversight of Thunderbird 
Casino, this was a direct result of 
having finally financial accountabil- 
ity under his direction and it shows 
in the amount of the profits delivered 
to the tribe. When seeking the Office 
of Governor, Nuckolls stated that the 
tribe should be running the Casino 
and we needed to hire tribal members 
to run the operation of the Casino. 
The majority of managers at the Casi- 
no are now tribal members including 
Jim Johnson the Coordinator of Gam- 
ing at the Casino. These profits are a 
direct result of the members running 
your Casino and I congratulate them 
on a job well done. In the months 
to come, there will be more profits 
from the Casino operations and it is 
now assigned to Lt. Governor Miller 
under the new approved organiza- 
tional chart presented by the Gover- 
nor to the Executive Committee at 
the March 2, 2006 regular Executive 
Committee meeting. Any questions 
that you may have about the Casino 
in the future should be directed to the 
Lt. Governor’s office. ■

April 2006 Report 

Ho! Hi gi ke ya fi ho wa se li si 
mi mo? 

Greetings to all, I hope all is well 
with you and your families this 
month. I am happy to announce 
theA.S.T. Child Care program will 
now begin serving A.S.T. tribal 
members with the Child Care Cer- 
tificate program. I know that many 
of you have been inquiring about 
this program since a waiting list 
was created approximately a year 
ago. Tribal members wishing to 
participate in the Child Care Certif- 
icate Program will need to contact 
Rita Pine at Building Blocks Child 
Development Center (405) 878- 
0633. The program will officially 
begin this month — April 2006. 

The tribe is in the process of ad- 
dressing a gaming issue that will 
affect tribes nationally. Senator 
John McCain has introduced Sen- 
ate Bill 2078 which amends the 


Indian Gaming Regulatory Act to 
giving the National Indian Gam- 
ing Commission (NIGC) authority 
to regulate class III gaming. Also 
within that authority, the NIGC will 
have ability to approve or disap- 
prove any gaming management 
related contracts within tribal ca- 
sinos. This is very invasive and 
infringes on tribal sovereignty 
by having a third party regulate 
management agreements and 
contracts for tribes. The amend- 
ment to IGRA also puts new limi- 
tations on lands eligible for gam- 
ing. This can be attributed to the 
recent influx of casinos being built 
in questionable areas of tribal ju- 
risdictions. Senator McCain is 
also calling for civil penalties to 
be included in the amendment to 
IGRA for violations of the Act and 
tribal gaming ordinances. The 
severity of the penalties would 
be determined the Chairman of 
NIGC, which would make NIGC 
judge, jury, and executioner. I 
will keep you up to date on this 
piece of legislation and what 
impact it will have on gaming. 

The recent Abramoff lobby- 
ist scandal and per capita pay- 
ment issues of gaming tribes has 
brought the attention of Congress 
to how tribes are using gaming 
revenues for their people. Con- 
gress feels if tribes have enough 
money to give out beyond the 
scope of tribal programs and ser- 
vices, then BIAand IHS subsidies 
are no longer needed. Many trib- 
al leaders feel this day would be 
coming, but no so soon. Tribes 
must follow their distribution plan 
closely to prevent the possibility of 
federal funding being reduced or 
taken away altogether. 


To insure that we follow our distri- 
bution plan, the Executive Com- 
mittee has voted to establish an 
account for casino revenues and 
those revenues are to be placed 
into each category of our plan. It 
will take an undetermined amount 
of time for the funds to build up in 
the distribution plan, where each 
category is filled with the proper 
percentage, to the point where 
the funds are drawn for disburse- 
ment. ■

Recently the employee’s of the AST 
Roads and Driveway program went 
to a school on controlling wild land 
fires, at the Choctaw Vocational Cen- 
ter. On Wednesday, March 15, 2006 
Maintenance was contacted by the 
AST Police Department and was told 
there was a large fire at State Highway 
59B west of Macomb. Pottawatomie 
County and local volunteer fire depart- 
ments were requesting any type of as- 
sistance the Tribe could provide. AST 
Driveway crew went to assist with the 
fire at approximately 5:00 p.m. 

Maintenance personnel took the dozer 
to help slow and contain the fire by 
pushing fire breaks. Both employees 
stated that they felt they did the best 
that they could have possibly done. 
This is the first fire the Tribe has been 
requested to assist with. The crew 
indicated that there were a lot of 
things that they still needed to learn, 
but all and all they felt they did a fine 
job. While working, they assisted the 
Fire Departments and helped save 
one house, possibly two and several 
acres of land. The fire departments, 
and home and land owners, we’re 
very thankful of the tribe’s use of 
equipment and personnel. I feel that 
this helped strengthen the relationship 
between the Tribe and the surrounding 
communities. ■

It is important that each parent 
know where his or her child’s trust 
account is held. Tribal members 
were informed that Trust accounts 
would be established for minors 
per cap payments and I continue 


to urge parents to request the 
bank name and account number 
for their minor child’s trust account. 
It is important that parents account 
and monitor these funds and in 
order to do so, they must know the 
name of the financial institution 
where these funds are held. 

There still has been no explanation 
for the lack of a plan document for 
the “Special Retirement” account 
opened in December 2005. As 
stated in the March News paper, 
this type of retirement account 
was “being looked at”. When 
researching a retirement fund pos- 
sibility, research is done BEFORE 
monies are ever deposited. 

FREE TAX CLINIC 

There has been a great turn out for 
the annual Free Tax Clinic held at 
the Tribal Complex and the Little 
Axe locations. 

To date 200 Tribal members and 
community members have taken 


advantage of these Free Tax 
Clinics. The average cost for this 
service is $75 for a basic 1040 
return filing. Absentee Shawnee 
Tribe and Oklahoma Indian Legal 
Services have saved Tribal and 
community members approxi- 
mately $1 5,000 in tax preparation 
fees. At the Tribal Complex, 113 
participants have had their taxes 
filed and 87 participants at the 
Little Axe location have had their 
taxes filed.

REPRESENTATIVE’S REPORT 
April 2006 

Once again it seems that another 
tribe has been reported doing some- 
thing illegal with its casino and I am 
sure that there will be some sort of 
reaction in Washington to tighten the 
alleged loopholes in Indian gaming. 
In this instance the tribe never admit- 
ted any wrong doing and it seems 


that the federal regulatory agency 
over Indian gaming is never men- 
tioned as knowing anything about 
the allegations against this tribe. 

This agency did, however, close down 
the casino because there wasn’t a 
management contract with the op- 
erator. 

It was even mentioned in the news 
article that there was some organized 
crime activities involved with this little 
tribe’s casino which is located in rural 
Oklahoma. What isn’t mentioned is 
that organized crime is active in ev- 
ery large city across this country and 
on a much larger scale. What isn’t 
mentioned is that tribes are the most 
regulated group in this country which 
will continue until we begin to influ- 
ence those that make the rules. That 
influence begins with our local poli- 
ticians. By being active in the local 
elections we can begin to shape the 
future for our children’s children. Did 
you know that most local elections are 
decided by less than 100 votes. We 
can make a difference, but we must 
participate. Oh by the way, the BIA 
has been sued by individual Indians 
concerning the mismanagement of 


hundreds of billions of dollars. This 
is known as the Cobell Case. Won- 
der if any charges will be filed in this 
case????? 

I have heard it said that Indian gam- 
ing in Oklahoma is reaching a satu 
ration point and that diversification is 
the way for tribes to replace gaming 
revenues. What if gaming in Okla- 
homa hasn’t reached its saturation 
point? I don’t believe it has. I be- 
lieve that gaming is evolving similar 
to Nevada. Oklahoma is unique be- 
cause of the number of tribes that 
are located here. No other state in 
the middle of this country has the 
number of tribes Oklahoma does. In 
fact, Oklahoma is becoming a gam- 
ing destination point for visitors. No 
one is saying that gaming in Nevada 
is saturated. We can’t continue 
gaming as we have always done. 
We must evolve and expand. 

For those of you who want to attend 
language classes but have found 
Brendle Corner a little too far to trav- 
el, arrangements have been made to 
have Shawnee language classes on 
the tribal complex. The classes are 
being held on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days from 6:30pm to 8pm at the Title 
VI building. Come one, come all!!!

COURT OF THE ABSENTEE SHAWNEE TRIBE EFFEC- 
TIVE ON THE DATE OF THIS RESOLUTION FOR A FULL 
TENURE OF OFFICE. 

WHEREAS, the Absentee Shawnee Tribe of Oklahoma 
is a federally recognized Indian tribe exercising all inherent 
sovereign rights from time immemorial; and 
WHEREAS, the Absentee Shawnee Tribe of Oklahoma 
has a Constitution approved by the Department of the Inte- 
rior, last amended in August 1988; and 
WHEREAS, the Executive Committee of the Absentee 
Shawnee Tribe of Oklahoma is empowered by the Constitu- 
tion to speak and otherwise conduct business in the name of, 
and on behalf of, the Absentee Shawnee Tribe of Oklahoma; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is the responsibility of the Executive Com- 
mittee to uphold its constitutional responsibility to the Tribe 
and its membership as the highest priority; and 
WHEREAS, the authorities granted by this Resolution 
shall be continuing until and unless rescinded by separate 
action of this body, and 

WHEREAS, the Constitution of the Absentee Shawnee 
Tribe of Indians of Oklahoma was amended to provide for a 
gubernatorial nomination/Executive Committee confirmation 
process to select Judges and Justices to the Court System of 
the Tribe; and 

WHEREAS, there is a vacancy on the Absentee Shawnee 
Tribal Supreme Court which impairs the ability of the court to 
properly function; and 

WHEREAS, Joe Freeman, Attorney at law, has expressed 

an interest in serving as a Justice of the supreme Court of the 
Absentee Shawnee Tribe and is qualified and very capable of 
providing proper and prudent service to that office; and 
WHEREAS, it is deemed in the best interest of the Tribe 
and its membership to appoint qualified and interest parties 
to serve in the capacity of Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
Absentee Shawnee Tribe of Oklahoma. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Executive 
Committee of the Absentee-Shawnee Tribe of Oklahoma 
hereby confirms the appointment of Joe Freeman, Attorney 
at Law, to a six (6) year term of office serving as a Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the Absentee Shawnee Tribe effective 
on the date of this Resolution for a full tenure of office.

Karen Kaniatobe, Tribal Historic Preservation Officer (THPO) 

As part of our Cemetery Preservation Project, we are recording 
the places and names of those buried at Little Axe Cemetery. 
A number of the graves here are buried the Shawnee way. 
As time goes by, memories fade and sometimes the location 
of these graves are forgotten. This presents a great concern 
for those wishing to bury their kin out here and for those that 
have to dig up the location for burial. Graves are not easily 
seen because the cemetery has been left in its natural state. 
Additionally, logs on graves have deteriorated and there is no 
visible marker or headstone to indicate a grave is there. There 
exists the potential of unknowingly unearthing a gravesite since 
people are unaware of its presence. 

After tribal members expressed their concern about these is- 
sues and after visiting with several traditional elders, it was 
decided this was the time to clean up the cemetery because of 
the practical need to identify all of the graves on this site so 
that we can create a map to guide present and future genera- 
tions of Absentee Shawnees. Presently, saplings, brush, and 
grass around graves have been removed to make gravesites 
visible and accessible. As mentioned the original intent was to 
clear up the cemetery area to locate and record grave locations 
but as I surveyed the area another concern became apparent. 
Some of the gravesites have saplings or trees growing through 
them. Several other gravesites are identifiable because of a 
depression in the ground. The depression in the ground is being 
caused by erosion. Additionally, there are a number of trees 
and evergreens that should be removed because their girth is 
imposing on gravesites. As well as recording sites I am also 
beginning to include the condition of each gravesite. If you 
are interested in knowing this information please give me a 
call. Presently, the maintenance of the gravesites themselves 
is up to the families of the deceased. 

Though some tribal members would like to see the cemetery 
permanently maintained at this time the plan is to let the cem- 
etery return to its natural state after the sites are documented. 
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We held a community potluck dinner at Little Axe Resource 
Center on March 25 to inform tribal members of the activity at 
the cemetery and to get assistance from the tribal community 
with burial site identification. From the participants I received 
some much needed information and was able to identify several 
graves that had no markers. A big tha nk you to all of those 
who came out to assist us with this important project, this 
includes several of our Cultural Advisory Council members, 
Fra nk ie Watson, Barbara Wilkerson, Don White and George 
Blanchard. My thanks also goes out to Lieutenant Governor, 
Scott Miller and Secretary, Steve Johnson for their help with 
paying for the meal and let’s not forget, Anthony Warrior and 
staff, who prepared the meal. Thank s to Kenny Jones, Office 
of Environmental Health (OEH) for supplying the bottled 
water that was available. The bottled water is used at tribal 
events to promote the Absentee Shawnee Tribe’s Water Quality 
Monitoring Program.

This program assists Absentee Shawnee Tribal 
families in resolving crisis situations preventing out- 
of-home placement for tribal children. Parent or 
child must be an enrolled Absentee Shawnee Tribal 
member. Family must reside in Pottawatomie, 
Cleveland or Lincoln counties. Assistance is 
limited to $200.00 per family per year. There are 
certain requirements to participate in this program 
including home visits and parenting classes. 


This program helps enrolled tribal members who 
are temporarily unemployed or are pending Social 
Security, Disability, Unemployment Benefits, or Public 
Assistance and are not receiving any type of income. 
This assistance is temporary and is available only after 
applicants have applied for other outside resources. 
The amount of financial assistance is based on 
Department of Human Services standards. Once an 
applicant is approved for General Assistance he or she 
must complete a number of job searches (applicable to 
those who are able to work).

• Each week, child protective services (CPS) agencies throughout the United States 
receive more than 50,000 reports of suspected child abuse or neglect. In Federal 
fiscal year 2003, an estimated 2.9 million reports concerning the welfare of 
approximately 5.5 million children were made.

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• In approximately two-thirds (68 percent) of these cases, the information provided 
in the report was sufficient to prompt an assessment or investigation. As a result 
of these investigations, approximately 906,000 children were found to be have 
been victims of abuse or neglect. 

• More than 60% of victims were neglected, meaning a caretaker failed to provide 
for the child’s basic needs. Fewer victims experienced physical abuse or sexual 
abuse. The smallest number were found to be victims of emotional abuse, which 
includes criticizing, rejecting or refusing to nurture a child. 

AN AVERAGE OF 4 CHILDREN DIE EVERYDAY AS A RESULT OF CHILD 
ABUSE OR NEGLECT. THAT IS AN ESTIMATED 1,500 CHILDREN IN 2003. 

No groups of children are immune to abuse. Children of all races experience child abuse.
